The petition to revive under 37 CFR 1.137(b) filed 16 May 2005 in the above-captioned 
application is hereby GRANTED as follows: 

Applicant's statement that "the entire delay in filing the required reply from the due date for the 
required reply until the filing of a grantable petition under 37 CFR 1.1 37(b) was unintentional" 
and the prompt filing of the petition satisfies the requirement of 37 CFR 1 .137(b)(3).

In the 
meantime, the USPTO has again revised the fees for entering the National Stage in the United 
States as shown by applicant's exhibit a copy of the USPTO form PTO-1390 as revised February, 
2005.
